The headlines, naturally eno ug h, repo rted that he had 
“ lo st his life"; and when y o u sto p to think abo ut it y o u will 
find that there is so mething a little bit inex act abo ut that ex ­ 
pressio n. 
Mo st o f us are g enerally mo re o r less co nfused abo ut the 
underly ing purpo se that is co ncealed hack o f being bo rn and 
liv ing and dy ing . 
W e hav e g ro wn a bit shaky o f the o ld cer­ 
tainties, and we so metimes hav e a hard time try ing to fig ure 
o ut why we are here and where w e are g o ing . 
But there is 
o ne po int o n which men o f all times and places hav e been 
able to ag ree. 
W hatev er life and death may mean, humanity has co n­ 
cluded that the man who g iv es up his life fo r sake o f so me­ 
o ne else has put himself in harmo ny with the spirit and the 
plan that are abo v e and bey o nd the thing s,s o f the v isible 
wo rld.

RETAIL PRICES STAY UP. 
Altho ug h prices o f raw materials co ntinue to dro p, prices 
o f finished manufactures do no t keep pace with them, and 
until they do pro sperity will no t return. 
This is the warning 
issued in the current Business Co nditio ns W eekly o f the 
A lex ander Hamilto n Institute, which asserts that purchasing 
po wer canno t return to no rmal until the price g ap between 
raw materials and manufactures is bridg ed. 
J ust at present this g ap is at its widest po int. 
The W eek­ 
ly po ints o ut that “ raw material prices in J une were 3 4 .9 per 
cent belo w the peak in 1 9 2 0 , whereas finished g o o ds prices 
sho wed a decrease o f o nly 2 4 .3 per cent.” 
It adds that business rev iv als canno t start until this spread 
beg ins to narro w. 
Since there is little pro spect fo r any re­ 
co v ery in raw material prices, better times ev idently wait o n 
a slash in retail prices o f manufactured articles.
